It Will Improve Greatly—Prominent Brok- 
ers Talk About Foreign Speculation. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YorK, December 16.—The rapid approach 
of the January disbursements is making it a matter 
of grave importance to all classes of persons to 
gauge correctly the effects of the settiement of 
the railroad war in the Northwest upon European 
investors in American securities. The World 
gives its readers to-day the views on this subject 
of some bankers of the United States. 

A correspondent of the World ila Philadelphia 
called upon Mr. A. J. Drexel. Mr. Drexel 
expressed the opinion that the amicable 


settlement of the trouble between the Western 
railways will be of great benefitto American se- 
curities in Europe. “There can be no doubt,” 
aid he, „that these constant = railway 
wars have d nea great deal to unsettle the con- 
fidence that is usually shown in railway shares 
and bonds both at home and abroad. The ten- 
dency of this improvement will be toward a better 
tone forthe whole market, and will not be di- 
rected to any * — series of stocks. I have 
no hesitation in saying that a much better feeling 
will prevail among persons who deal in railway 
shares when the recent settlement is shown to be 
permanent beyond all doubt.“ 

A member of the firm of Winslow, Lanier & Co., 
of this city said: “I think this settlement, 
which is probably final, wili have 
avery good effect upoo the market for American 
securities abrond. d not Know about the rein- 
vestmentof dividends, but the proceeds of the 
Government bonds will, in my 12 be placed 
in railway securities.” 

Mr. Fisk, of Fisk & Hatch. when 
sm ken to about the matter, said: “We have 
very little to do with the foreign business, as ours 
is almost wholly American. here are not many 
Government bonds in Europe now. probably not 
more than two or three millions at the 
outside, because when the Government re- 
duced its interest rate the investment in 
its bonds,at the price paid for them became so un- 
profitable thatthe money was withdrawn ina 
great measure from themand placed in railway 
and other shares. Undoubtedly the money to be 
paid for those now held abroad will follow in the | 
same line. As for the probable action of the Euro- 
pean investors, if they follow us as they have 
done before they will probabiy buy largely before 
long because there are an unusual number of pur- 
chases being made just now for investment.”

Is the Year Corn Option to be 
Squeezed?

Notes on the Markets and Other Items of In- 
terest. 


Is year corn “cornered?” is the question that 
every bow and then will intrude itself on the mind 
of the reckless short who has been selling wind 
for sucha long time past. This question not 
alone comes up in the bome market, but also in 
New York, Toledo and Chicago. It is hardly 
natural to suppose there is any danger of a 
squeeze in New York. It hardly seems probable 
there is large enough line out for manipulators to 
take hold of in that market. Nothing but old corn 
can be received on contract in New York up to 
the close of this year, and foolish indeed would 
be the speculator who would dare sell, much less 


remain short in that market, for this month. So, 
unless it should there is a large 
enough line of short contracts 
out in New York, and this seems unreasonable to 
suppose, there is no danger of a corner“ there. 
Toledo, it is said, is threatened with a squeeze 

ust the same as it went tLrough last month, an 
it is thought there is more chance for a “corner” 
in Toledo than in any Other market, as the stock 
there is less than 1,100,000 bushels and receipts 
small, but if Chicago and St. Louis break much 
more in value Toledo, in the northeast corner of 
the triangle, can hardly run through the month at 
a high figure. St. Louls and Chicago could fill 
her elevators with corn to overflowing. How 
Chicago is fixed for this month is dificult to Say. 
Some parties believe, or profess to believe, that 
the line of shorts in Chicago is very large, near- 
ly all owing to a few strong houses, and that there 
has h a concentration of interests b 
these longs. Certain parties in tha 
market are writing daily to their 
St. Louis correspondents to tne effect, but Chicago 
has been so dead wrong on the markets all this 
fall and winter,and has lost so much money on the 
bull side, that no one in St. Louis has the least 
confidence in anything her operators may say 
now. Here in St. Louis traders appear to be 
somewhat mixed over the deal. How much of a 
line there is now out is hard to arriveat. The 
shorts claim it is pretty well evened up. It is sure 
that a large —— of the shortage has been filled 
by actual deliveries of corn on contracts. About 
all this corn went to Messrs. Grier Bros., who are 
said to be the principal longs, a coup'e of other firms 
being mentioned as also on the long side. The 
Culver Cominission Company and D. R. Francis & 
Bro., who were said to be long a large amonnt last 
month, itis now claimed have sold out. Nearly 
all the stock of No.2 corn now here—nearly 600,000 
bushels, this morning is owned by Grier Bros, 
Whether this firm has still a large enough line 
of contracts to work a deal on, is what agitates 
operators’ minds now. It is said that Grier Bros. 
have January sold against their long year con- 
tracts, and that when next month arrives they will 
unload all the cash corn they hold upon their short 
sales of January. This would actually pulverize 
the market. It is also stated that before the year 
goes out there will be a sharp twist in prices that 
will scare some one, and that won't be the longs. 
Weil posted parties, however, do not give tris re- 
port any credence, and from the demoralized ap- 
pearance ofthe market today any iglea that a 
“co. Ber” or even temporary squeeze would be run 
scemed rather Wild.

1 am charitable enovgh to believe that my 
patients had not the malignant form or “didn’t 
want to die” Kind, yet they have been in the same 
vicinity where others died of this disease, 

I am inclined to think that many physicians lose 
sight of the fact that this is a general disease 
one of the blood—with the local manifestations in 
the throat. To cure the local disease you 
must correct this morbid condition of the blood.

diseased germs (micrococci) which must be gotten 
rid of. is is of first fmportance, and to accom-

TOUGH ON TEXARKANA, 


An Irate Kentuckian’s Tirade Against 
the Arkansas Town. 


Among the guests of the Lindell Hotel is a 
venerable gentleman named B. F. Moses, who, 
according to the hotel register, has bis resi- 
dence at Texarkana, the interesting town 
which, lying partiy in Texas, partly in 
Arkansas, and quite close to Louisiana, 
was called after all these States, 
the first syllables of two of them 
and the dissyllabic termination of the 


third being combined to produce its high- 
sounding name. The impression conveyed 
70 the hotel register is, however, incorrect. 

r. Moses was a resident of ‘Texarkana a 
day or two ago, but he has shakén the dust 
of Arkansas from his feet foreVer and he 
Proposes to end his days in his old Kentucky 
home at Paducah—at least so he assured a 
Posr-DisrATon reporter with whom he held 
a brief but animated conversation this after- 
noon. 

I've had enough of Texarkana,” he said, 
“and I’m going home to Kentucky. I’ve 
been keeping hotel there—the Brougham 
House, see, here’s my card—since last March, 
but I’ve had to give up; I couldn't stand it.“ 

**W hat was the trouble?“ 

“First of all the niggers, then the centi- 
pedes, then the tarantulas, and then the 
country.“ 

The reporter suggested that race prejudice 
ought not to be allowed to interfere with 
business, but the gentleman explained: 

“I’ve no prejudice against the nigger 
at large; it's the Texas nigger m 
down on. They're the meanest human cat- 
tle that, liva black, white or yellow. Steal? 
Thar’s nothing they won't make away with. 
They’ll take the towels from the bedrooms, 
the food from the kitchen, the hats from the 
hat-rack, anything that belongs to somebody 
else that gives thema chance to steal they 
remove the first chance they get. I'd heard of 
these Texas niggers before I started to ‘lex- 
arkana, so I took along with me from Padu- 
cah, where I had been keeping hotel, seven 
cf the decentest darkeys l ever knew—Ken- 
tucky boys who had worked with me for 
years; some of ‘em | had rais- 
ed myself. Well sir, it just 
took those ‘Texas niggers two weeks to de- 
moralize the whole lot of them. 

“it’s a rule of the hotels in ‘Texarkana that 
a nigger is never allowed to leave the buiid- 
ing by the back door. He's always got to 
show up at the office before he goes. Well, 
about two weeks ago, at the biggest hotel of 
the place the clerk's eye feil one evening 
upon the form of a departing darkey, and it 
struck him, somehow, thatthe boy's coat 
hung kinder heavy, so he first calls him up 
to and then behind the counter. Investiga- 
tion of the nigger’s coat then showed tuat 
the lining had veen cut open and kitchen 

roods piled through it till you couidun’t rest. 
There were crackers and loaves of Vienna 
bread, two caus Ol oysters, a roast chicken, a 
tongue, a package ol tea, sugar, coffee, but- 
ter, heaven knows whatali, which the con- 
founded nigger was carrying off to his home. 
When I heard of this it settled me. I had 
never felt like carrying the iront-door-only 
rule into effect, and it struck me that 
if such robbery could go on 
in a place where the niggers 
had to undergo supervision before they ieft 
the premises, there was no chance at all for 
me, allowing them to come and go when and 
how they pleased.“ 

How about the centipedes ** 

„Just as bad as the Ilexas niggers. They 
are a bug about as long as this (indicating a 
length of five inches), and when their fangs 
enter a human being death is sure to follow. 
They are aimost ali iegs and in each legisa 
fang. They craw! over you and won't bite if 
not disturbed but, make one move at them 
and in go the fangs. About two weeks 
agoaman in Texarkana woke up in the 
morning and saw one of these centipedes 
crawling about his thigh. He ought to have 
let it alone, but hedidn’t. He hooked his fore 
finger against his thumb, sneaked it up to 
the bug and tried to bang it oif. He was 
quick, but not quick enough. Just one oi the 
fangs entered his flesh, and in twenty min- 
utes he was a corpse.”’ 

„And the tarantulas?” : 

Iney're a big, hairy spider; size of a spar- 
row or bat. Their bite is fatal too.“ 

Are these bugs common?“ 

Apt to turn up anywhere. You find em 
in the kitchen, the parior, the bed-room, 
anywhere around the house, in fact.“ 

In conclusion the disappointed hotel-keep- 
er explained that another drawback to the 
business in Texarkana was the fact that the 
country round about produced no vegetables 
or meat of any account. All of it had 
to be brought from St. Louis and if a train 
was delayed, by the time the consignment 
reached its destination, the food was stale; 
consequently a good, square, enjoyable meal 
was the exception in Texarkana, eyen ai the 
leading hotels. He announced his intention 
of returning to Kentucky, re-establishing 
his Paducah hotel, and remaining away from 
the land of bad darkeys, tarantulas, centi- 
pedes and stale cabbage during the remain- 
der of his life.

An American Girl's Hlopement 
With a Blue-Blooded 
Scoundrel. : 


Another Warning to Belles Who Put Their 
Faith in Princes. 


Paris Correspondence of the New York Tribune. 

George Sand once wrote, “Life more re- 
sembles romance than romance resembles 
life.” The Polignac affair illustrates the 
truth of this remark. Documents at which 
T have been allowed by the advocate of the 
young petroleur to glance, establish clearly 
that he and his mother were the victims of 
Prince Camille’sscoundrelism. The Prince's 
conduct toward them was even more odious 
than that of De Morny toward the ill-starred 
Julie Feychine. According to the docu- 
ments to which I allude, Mile. Blanchard de 
la Bretesche was of a noble family of Tou- 
raine. The branch to which she belonged 
emigrated in the eighteenth century, to 
Louisiana, and became wealthy there. To- 
ward 1880 a Mme. Blanchard do 
ja Bretesche, the wife of a plan- 
ter, came to Europe for the edu- 
eation of her children, one of whom was a 
daughter to whom she had given the odd but 
soft-sounding name of Leda. The young 
lady was sent to the grand conventual school 
of Les Oiseaux. There she struck up an in- 
timate girlish friendship with Mademoiselle 
Choiseul, who was neice by marriage to the 
second wife of Charles Xth’s fatal Minister, 
Prince Jules de Polignac. The Princess Jules 
was of the Parkyns Boothby family and 
daughter of the last Lord Rancliffe. In her 
visits to Mile. Choiseul, who was to some ex- 
tent under her charge, she saw Mile. Leda, 
whom she at once took a warm interest in and 
called “the dark Evangeline.“ Mrs. Stowe's 
famous name was then freshin Europe. It 
is hara to conceive Eva anvthing else thana 
blue-eyed blonde, and the New Orleans girl 
was so very dark that she might have passed 
in her native country fora quadroon. How- 
ever, she was wonderfully beautiful, anda 

aragon of grace. The eves were lustrous, 
arge, and, though of a soft expression, cana- 
ble of great animation. Whenever Mlle. 
Choiseun! was allowed to dine with the old 
Princess de Polignac, Leda de la Bretesche 
was invited to accompany her, and allowed 
to do so with her mother’s permission. She 
was an accomplished musician and hada 
voice which would have been a fortune toa 
professional singer. 

At the Hotel de Polignac she need to meet 
the four sons of the Princess. Three of them 
were artillery officers and the youngest, Fd- 
mond, a born musician.. The eldest, Prince 
Jules, fell in love with Mile. Leda. But she 
preferred the second son, Prince Camille. 
who was a better dancer and a more gracefu! 
cavalier. After she left school he was al- 
lowed to ride out with her and some other 
young ladies in the Bois. Camille then pro- 
posed marriage. The young lady and her 
mother referred him to M. Blanchard de la 
Bretesche, who resided in New Orleans, and 
to whom the following letter was written: 

Hore. pe PoLIanac, RUE DE 

VARENNES, PARIS, November 18, 1855. 

Monsivrvur—I am about to join with Mme. 
Blanchard de la Bretesche in forwarding to 
you a petition which I trust vou will favor- 
ably consider. She has already communicat- 
ed to you my desire that she mav altogether 
establish herself in France, and my reason 
for wishing her always to remain here. May 
I be myself allowed to say to you that I as- 
pire tothe hand of Mlle. Leda, and that TI 
shall be the happiest man in the world if 
vou accord it to me? It is impossible 
or me to express the love and 

affection which I have conceived for your 
charming and beautiful daughter—senti- 

ments which I may be allowed to say I en- 
" bertain in a lesser degree no doubt for the 
other members of her family with whom I 
have the honor to be acquainted. Should 
this avowal be favorably received, and 
should you grantto Mme. Blanchard de la 
Bretesche a prolonged leave of absence in 
Europe, I shall be deeply grateful. Accent, 
Monsieur, the assurance of my very dis- 
tinguished consideration, and believe me 
ever yours. devotedly, 

PRINCE CAMILLE DE POLIGNAC. 

M. de la Bretesche came over to Paris. He 
was wery unfavorably impressed by the 
sailor. The New Orleans gentleman was 
very wealthy. But to discourage the Prince 
he told them that Americans did not give for- 
tunes to their daughters, and when Leda was 
married she would receive her trousseau but 
nothing more. On making inquiries M. de 
la Bretesche ascertained that Prince Camille 
did not stand well in the eves of his brother 

flicers, and that he had not a good character 
or honor. Whatthe father heard on this 
score led him to be almost rude to the suitor, 
whom finally he asked to discontinue his vis- 
its to the house where the Bretesche family 
resided. Leda. however, corresponded with 
her Camille, who, thought that if he ran 
away with her Mme. de la Bretesche would 
intercede withthe father and obtain from 
him a handsome dowry. 

In 1856 the unfortunate young girl eloned 
with him, She and her family were going 
to Brussels, and were to stay for a day at 
Lille. The Prince met Leda by appoint- 
ment, and they went with her maid in a post- 
chaise to Valenciennes, where an Abbe had 

agreed to marry them. He ran a great risk 
in doing so. To insure himself against evil 

nsequences he refused to officiate unless 
he sum of 3,000 francs was paid down. No 
pertificate was to be given.

He carried out his design in 
18 , when he married Miss Langenberger, 
who had a dowery of 4,000,000f., 1,000,000f. of 
which was handed over to him. He has now, 
the second wife being dead, the interest of 
the other three millions, and will go on en- 
joying them until her daughter, a child of 
six, is of age. Besides, as managing director 
of a Paris tramway company, he has a salary 
of nearly 40,000 franes a year. 

The second son of the first marriage died 
on the passage from New Yorkto Havre. 
The surviving one, Camille, is attacked with 
a spinal disease which has rendered him de- 
formed.

THE SOUTHERN DARKEY 


The Life That He Leads on the 


Plantation. 


His Enthusiasm Over Religion--Flights of 


Fancy and Songs of Triumph. 


Atlanta Correspondence of the Philadelphia Times. 


The colored race is not generally under- 
stood in the North. Extremists of both sec- 


tions, through the medium of sensational 
journals and designing men, have played 


upon the reader with exageerated pen_pic- 


tures—one party representing the colored 
man yet in a state of deplorable subjection, 
the innocent object of horrible cruelties and 


persecutions from the whites, while the other 


portrays him as a lawless vagabond, com- 
mitting deeds usually credited to the most 
savage barbarian. The latter representation 
is as totally inconsistent with his character 
as the former is absolutely false. 1 
hnow there are occasional disturbances 
between the whites and the «blacks, 
as there are ‘also between opposing 
factions of one race, some of these tumults 
leading to even so serious a termination as a 
riot; yet these conflicts are extremely rare 
and entirely local. There never has been any 
extensive organization among the colored 
people for hostile purposes. net even in the 
most stormy days of reconstruction, when 
intoxicated with new liberty and wild over 
the sudden transition from slavery to the 
rights and privileges of the American citizen. 
Where there is onestirrer-up of sedition 
among them there are thousand laborers liv- 
ing in perfect harmony among the White 
people, tilling the ground and building rail- 
roads, making the cotton fields joyous with 
their quaint songs and drowning the rapid 
click of the pickaxe in boisterous peals of 
laughter. 
FITTED FOR HARD WORK. 

The negro is fitted best for severe manual 
labor and his powers of endurance are won- 
derful, yet I saw in a Chieago paper the 
strange statement that the “Southern negro 
cannot cope with the white man in fatiguing 
bodily labor.“ I have never yet seen a South- 
ern colored operative in a cotton factory, and 


manufacturers say they cannot be made ei- 


fective in that department of industry. A 


large portion of the younger and rising gen- 


eration congregated in and around towns aud 


cities differ in some respects from thelr im- 


mediate aneestry, constant intereourse with 


the white people haviing given them an air 
of business and a d alect approaching some- 
pronun- 


nearer correct Engiish 
ciation. Then there isa classof colored men 
in the South, small in numbers, who are 
susceptibie of a considerable degree of cul- 
ture and intelligence, and many of them, by 
application, have developed themselves into 
well-to-do men. Of this class are William 
Pledger, Surveyor of Customs at Atianta, 
and Madison Davis, Postmaster at Athens, 
Ga., atown of some 8,000 inhabitants, the 
seat ofthe State University, and noted for 
the superior attainments of its people, both 
of whom are of course leading Republicans. 
But these men 
belong have little association with the great 
masses of their race, from whom they difler 
in every criterion of superiority. 

THE OLD PLANTATION DARKEY. 


But to turn to the typical Georgia planta- 
tion darkey of ante-bellum memories, who 
will talk to vou for hours bout ole mars- 
ter“ and scenes fore de war.” Methinks 
I can hear the quaint lullaby that Aunt Pat- 
ty used to carol in the farm house when de 
white folks” were gone and left her in charge 
of the househld, and feel my childish frame 
quiver at the frightful tales of “Bloody 
Bones and Ketch Meddler“ as they fell upon 
my attentive ear from the fertile imagination 
of “Old Ned.“ when I was disposed to disre- 
gard his mandates. 

Not long ago I was talking to a gentleman 
who before the war was an extensive slave- 
holder, and he said: “Did you ever think of 
the fidelity of the Southern slave to his mas- 
ter’s family during the war? It was remark- 
able. The white men were gone to the ficld 
of battle, leaving their wives and children 
and property in the hands of their slaves. 
How easy for them to have rebelled against 
all authority and begun a season. of mas-

Sacre too horrible to contemplate.”” But 
they never wavered. ‘True to their 
nature, the farm was tilled as 


before and the harvests stowed away; ole 
missus“ was the object of their care and 
providence, and when tid'ngs came from 
„ole marster.“ who had gone off to war way 
up in old Virgiuny” and were read aloud to 
the circle around the hearthstone, the door 
was blockaded with eager, anxious faces of 
the “yard niggers,“ standing with uncovered 
heads listening to the welcome message; and 
when it was announced that the absent ones 
were well and safe no word of satisfaction 
was spoken with more sincerity than the old 
darkies’ “Bless God! Dey ain’t kilt ole mar- 
ster vit.“ If any proof were wanting of the 
negroes’ genuine attachment for their own- 
ers the fidelity exhibited by them during the 
war will furnish it in abundance. 
HE STILL LIVES. 


The emancipation has wrought no material 
change in the old plantation darkey. The 
kinks of hair. which in his vain attempts to 
straighten he has rolled up into little ropes 
tightly wrapped with acotton string. have 
grown white since he first heard the won- 
drous story of “forty acres and a mule,” 
which he has at last learned to have been a 
delusion of the carpet-bagger; and even the 
civil rights bill no longer holds for him its 
painted charms. His wants are simple and 
easily supplied from the land he cultivates, 
and when the birds are singing ip the spring 
time with cheerful and contented spirit he 
marshals the forces of his household into the 
fields, the woman and children using the hoe 
while he guides the plowshare, interrupting 
ever and anon his tuneful lay to explode a 
volley of wrath at his lazy mule for biting a 
tender shoot of corn. ““Whoa, dar! Bilin’ 
dat corn dis lack yer ain’t had nuffin ter eat 
inermunt! Keep on foolin’ wid me I bust 
yer opin!” 

When in midsummer, to use a familiar ex- 
pression on Southern plantations, 'the crap 
is laid by” anfl the “big meetins“ 
blast, the colored brethren leave off work for 
the full exercise of their religion, and so en- 
thusiastic are their temperaments that this 
worship might be called fanaticism. No one 
can properly understand their queer and su— 
perstitious ideas of religion until he has wit- 
nessed the proceedings of a country camp 
— 8 ast summer, while spending a 
season in the apuntry,l attended regularly an 
unusually interesting revival. The darkeys 
poured in from the surrounning country in 
multitudes tothecamp ground, which was 
located around a country church, convenient 
toa cold spring, and to the church house 
was attached a bush arbor shading half an 
acre, -Under this temporary tabernacle

PRECIOUS STONES. 


A Chemist’s Lecture on Diamonds, Ru- 
bies and Other Varieties. 
From the New York Tribune. 


The Chemical Society or the Columbus 
School of Mines listened on Friday night toa 
lecture on “Precious Stones,” by Prof. Thos. 
Egle-ton. In the audience were many ladies. 
The leeture consisted of a brief analysis of 
each of the more common stones, their pe- 
culiarities, the methods employed in coun- 
terfeiting and the ideas of the ancients con- 
cerning them. After n to the part 
which gems had played in the history of 
nations, Dr. Egleston said in substance: 
The diamond mines of Brazil were first 
opened in 1727. It is estimated that since 
that time they have produced at least two 
tons of diamonds. In England, a stone wetzh- 
ing one carat and of the purest water is worth 
wuen cut and polished about 860. The deal- 
ers in rough stones acquire the habit of dis- 
tinguishing the water of a rough stone by 
simply breathing upon it. Among the hi- 
toric diamends the Rajah weighed 57 carets 
and the Great Mogul 280. Before it was cut 
the latter weighed 900 carats. From the com- 
position of the diamond we see what costly 


things Nature makes from common 
material. All thew diamond fields of 
the world are not worth the an- 


thracite tields of Pennsylvania. Since 1840 
there have been two panics, when diamonds 
rose and fell like other securities. One was 
in Brazil in 1743, and the other was five 
vears later, at the time of the revolution in 
France. This stone is found in India, Brazil, 
South Africa, Borueo, Algeria and the United 
States. 

Job speaks of the price of wisdom being 
above rubies. A ruby of five carats is 
double the value ef a diamond of that size, 
and one of ten carats is worth three times as 
much as a diamond of corresponding size. A 
perfect ruby is the rarest of all stones. These 
gems were once used as charms against 
poison and wicked thoughts. They are 
often imitated with real stones, the most 
common being spinel, But it is not difficult 
to distinguish the imitation, as the ruby is 
the only stone having the pigeon-red color. 
Another precious stone is the sap- 
phire, which is like the ruby with the 
exception of the color. The emerald 
is a deep green, the deeper the 
better. It loses no brillianey in an artiicial 
light, but its color may be expelled by a gen- 
tle heat. Most of our emeralds come from 
New Granada, and will always have flaws. 
In imitations it is not the hardness nor the 
color that is sought, so much as the flaws. 
This stone was said to cure palpitations, hypo- 
chondria and other imaginative diseases. 
Other precious stones are the chrysoberyl, 
called the floating light.“ which is the only 
one having the property of showing two 
colors; the topaz, with its many colors—yel- 
low, pink, blue, green and white; the opal, 
containing five per centof water; the garnet, 
turquoise, tourmaline, amethyst, agate, crys- 
tal, peridot and pearl.

Acknowledgment That England N 
Not Exist Without Our Help. 
From an Editorial in the London Times. 


It is impossible to escape from a'feeling. 
almost of bewilderment at the thought of the 
future of North America. British Columbis 
is prosperous, and will probably become vers 
much more so; but it is not exceptional. All 
the Western States and Territories are doing 
like her—increasing rapidly in population 
and forcing a soil till now unworked to yield 
them profit. Unquestionably this is the 
most important fact im contemporary his- 
tory. It is a new fact; it cannot be com- 
pared with any cognate phenomenon in the 
past, so that it offers a fine field for those 
who like untrammeled political speculation. 
It fascinates the statisticians, such as Mr. 
Giffen, who has just dealt with it in an elab- 
orate fashion before the St tistical Society. 
He points out that the population of the 
United States has risen in a hundred years 
from 3,000,000 to 50,000,000; that is to say, 
that it has during that time multiplied itself 
ten times, or doubled itself every twenty-five 
years. At the like rate of increase it would 
reach in another century the unheard-of to- 
tal of 800,000,000; but, fortunately for itseif 
and for the world, there are good reasons 
wu it should not proceed — in that ratio. 
Still it must increase rapidly till the condi- 
ditions of life have found an equilibrium and 
the comparative ease of living in the Old and 
the New World has become fairly equalized. 
It is difficult to exaggernte the significance 
of this, especially to England. On the one 
hand we ean no longer exist without Amer- 
ica. The country «f which, within recent 
memory, we were childishly and vindictively 
jealous, now proves to be the esentry by 
which to a great extent we live, It sends us 
corn by the hundreds of ship-loads. Its beef 
competes with ours, or rather becomes ours, 
and is sold at our native_prices under the 
hands of the enterprising English butchers. 
While to the Roman poet the thought of get- 
ting fisn from the Caspian was the thought of 
odious luxury, with us it is the classes tha: 
cannot afford the Tay or the Tweed that send 
to the Columbia River for theirsalmon. But 
the idea of a growing America, and of a Can
